Qualified  individuals  re¬ 
ceiving  the  largest  payouts 
must  have  at  least  25  years  of 
Southern  Baptist  ministerial 
service  and  must  meet  guide¬ 
lines  for  income  and  assets. 
Eligible  recipients  with  at  least 
10  years  of  full-time,  salaried 
Southern  Baptist  service  re¬ 
ceive  $225  per  month,  if  sin¬ 
gle,  and  couples  receive  $300 
‘Since  1918,  GuideStone 
has  been  on  a  mission  to  help 
retired  Southern  Baptist  pas¬ 
tors  and  their  widows  in  meet¬ 
ing  their  basic  needs,'  said 
GuideStone  President  0  S 
Hawkins.  "This  step  helps  en¬ 
sure  that  these  dear  soldiers  of 
the  cross  will  have  the  comfort 
and  dignity  they’ve  earned  in 
their  declining  years." 

The  increases  are  possible 


as  more  and  more  Southern 
Baptist  churches  and  mem¬ 
bers  have  embraced  and  sup¬ 
ported  the  program,  Guide¬ 
Stone  noted. 

Mission: Dignity  will  now 
pay  out  a  little  more  than 
seven  million  dollars  annually 
to  more  than  t,8oo  recipi¬ 
ents.  GuideStone  receives  no 
Cooperative  Program  fund- 
mg  for  Mission:  Dignity ,  and 
no  GuideStone  Funds  under¬ 
write  the  ministry.  All  pro¬ 
ceeds  come  from  the  gifts  of 
individuals,  local  churches, 
and  Sunday  school  classes 
One  hundred  percent  of  all 
gifts  go  directly  to  the  aid 
of  recipients.

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Homosexuality 
rends  Catholic 
Synod  on  Family 


NASHVILLE  (■*»  -  Differ¬ 
ence*  between  the  interim  and 
final  reports  from  a  meeting 
of  Catholic  biahops  in  Rome 
reflect  significant  differences 
within  the  church's  hierarchy 
regarding  homosexuality,  a 
Baptist  seminary  professor 
has  noted. 

“Deep  division  appears  ob¬ 
vious,"  Jeffrey  Riley,  professor 
of  ethics  at  New  Orleans  Semi¬ 
nary,  told  Baptist  Press  (BP) 
in  written  comments.  “How 
broad  the  division  is  difficult 
to  say.  ...Some  bishops  appear 
captured  by  western  cultural 
notions  that  stress  sexual  free¬ 
dom  rather  than  a  freedom 
that  cornea  by  obeying  the  dear 
teaching  of  Scripture. 

Riley,  a  research  fellow  with 
Southern  Baptists'  Ethics  It 
Religious  Liberty  Commission 
(ERlO  in  Nashville,  said  cul¬ 
turally  conservative  bishops 
generally  come  from  the  global 
south  and  east  while  liberal 
bishops  tend  to  come  from  the 
north  and  west. 

The  Synod  on  the  Family, 
convened  by  Pope  France  Oct 
5-19,  considered  “the  partoral 
challenges  of  theihm%  in  the 
context  of  evangelixatiou.* 

The  synod  issued  an  interim 
report  Oct  13  declaring  that 
homosexuals  “have  gifts  and 
qualities  to  offer  the  Christian 
community.*  The  interim  re¬ 
port  also  spoke  erf  offering  ho¬ 
mosexuals  a  “welcoming  home* 
in  the  church  and  the  “precious 
support'  that  same-sex  part¬ 
ners  provide  to  each  other. 

Following  a  flurry  of  media 
attention,  induding  praise  from 
zay  rights  activists  and  criticism 
from  conservatives,  the  synod 
concluded  its  two- week  meet¬ 
ing  by  issuing  a  final  report  that 
did  not  speak  of  the  gifts"  of 
homosexuals  or  the  ‘precious 
support*  of  gay  couples. 

A  draft  of  the  bishops'  final 
report  included  a  statement 


that'meq  and  women  with  ho¬ 
mosexual  tendencies  should  be 
welcomed  with  respect  and  del¬ 
icacy.’  Though  that  language 
was  supported  by  118  of  the 
180  bishops  voting,  it  did  not 
receive  this  twn*birds  major¬ 
ity  required  to  become  a  formal 
pnmoaal  of  the  synod. 

Draft  language  fibouttopen- 
ing  communion  to  djjotced 
Catholics  who  remarry  outside 
the  church  also  received  major¬ 
ity  support  but  not  the  requisite 
supennajority  to  become  a  for¬ 
mal  synod  proposal,  Religion 
News  Service  reported. 

Francis  ordered  that  the 
entire  proposed  final  report 
be  published  along  with  a  tally 
of  the  vote  on  each  paragraph, 
including  sections  that  bish¬ 
ops  rejected. 

A  full  English  translation  of 
the  final  report  was  no*  avail¬ 
able  at  press  time.  The  synod 
was  dosed  to  media. 

No  proposal  of  the  synod  be¬ 
comes  official  Catholic  doctrine. 
All  the  proposals  will  become 
a  foundation  for  discussion  at 
the  October  2015  Ordinary  As¬ 
sembly  of  the  9ynod  of  Bishops, 
which  will  make  proposals  to 
Pope  Francis,  who  atone  de¬ 
clare  official  Catholic  doctrine 

Present  Catholic  doctrine, 
articulated  in  the  Catechism 
of  the  Catholic  Church,  states, 
‘Basing  itself  on  Sacred  Scrip¬ 
ture,  which  presents  homo¬ 
sexual  acts  as  acts  of  grave  de¬ 
pravity,  tradition  has  always 
declared  that  'homosexual  acts 
are  intrinsically  disordered.’ 
They  are  contrary  to  the  natural 
law.  They  dose  the  sexual  act  to 
the  gift  of  life.  They  do  not  pro¬ 
ceed  from  a  genuine  affective 
and  sexual  complementarity. 
Under  no  circumstances  can 


Riley  said  he  expects  next 
year’s  synod  “to  retain  tradi¬ 
tional  teaching  of  the  church  on 
marriage  and  sexuality.*
